Drar Sim: I have néglected to acknowledge an early copy of Mr. Brown- 
low’s book. Ihave read it with great interest. The biographical portion 
was, much of it, new to me, as it willbe to thousands of his friends, who 
have known him only during the last twenty years. They will value it. 

The political writings are not new: I read them, as from time to time 
they were published in my own city, through the columns of his paper. 
Read, however, by the light of subsequent events, they discover new points. 
They show that the writer fully appreciated the significance of passing events, 
and comprehended the future with a sagacity little short of prescience. The 
personal narrative is painfully attractive, though I cannot say itis new. The 
localities and the persons mentioned are all familiar to me. In some of the 
incidents I participated ; of the others I have heard through different sources. 
Yet I recur to them with wonder as to a bewildering dream. As soon as it 
can reach the people of East Tennessee, the scene of these thrilling events, it 
will be devoured with avidity. It forms an important chapter in the history 
of that devoted region. And every American citizen who desires to obtain an 
inside view of the rebellion, will find it no less instructive than interesting, 

As I would have expected, from my intimate acquaintance with the au- 
thor, the work is prepared with very little artistic skill: a straightforward, 
truthful, forcible, unembellished statement of those things which he wishes 
his readers to know. It is the outspoken language of an earnest, sincere, and 
resolute man ; and as such it will make a profound impression,

Tae Lrrerature or THe Reseiioy.—The rebellion has furnished a favo 
rite theme for a number of writers, who will doubtless treat it in every variety 
- Of manner. We learn that a History of the War, from its origin until its con- 
clusion, is in preparation by Samuel M. Schmucker, LL. D., the well-known 
Philadelphia author. The work will be handsomely illustrated ; will contain 
a preliminary view of the causes which led to the struggle; with biographi- 
cal sketches of its heroes. From the ability and reputation of the writer, a 
valuable work may be expected.—Press. 

Waite American literature is almost wholly aosorbed in the war, a very 
considerable number of histories of which, to say nothing of serials, period- 
icals, military books, ete., are now in preparation, our English brethren are 
equally engrossed with the Great Exhibition, Guide-books enough to stock 
a library have been prepared, a fair assortment of which, some of them vol- 
umes of respectable proportions, may be seen at Mr. James Miller’s, in this 
city. The French visitors to the Exhibition are offered a curiosity of litera- 
ture in the form of a pronouncing hand-book-of English conversation. The 
Vienna commissioners have printed three official editions of the Austrian cat- 
alogue—one in German, on paper made of maize fibres and linen rags; one 
in French, on paper of maize fibres and cotton rags; and one in English, on 
paper of maize fibres, linen rags and cotton rags. ‘They all have a very good 
appearance, and take the ink well. 








Wonperrvt Stcoess or Vicror Huco’s “ Les Miserasies.”—Three original 
editions of the second part of Les Miserables are printing at the same time— 
one at Paris, one at Brussels, and one at Leipzig. The number of copies 
already struck off for the Paris edition is 23,000; for the Brussels edition, 
13,000, and the Leipzig one 8,500. The Paris edition also —— align 
that of Brussels, Belgium and other foreign countries, except Germany an 
the northern countries, which are furnished by Leipzig. The sale of the 
Paris edition has reached between 12,000 and 13,000 copies, Algeria and the 
departments having consumed upward of 9,000. _In Italy 3,000 copies have 
been sold; in Russia, 2,200; Spain, 800; Portugal, 500; Greece, 100; Eng- 
land, 1,700; Holland, 650, and the United * tates, 350, besides the immense 
numbers of the American translation which iave been sold here. There also 
exist nine foreign translations of the work. The unauthorized editions are 
not reckoned in these figures. 

Avxoruer Chatterton, a youth of 21, named James Gray, the son of 8 
Seotch laborer, died recently in England, and his “ Lizzie, and other Poems, 
just published, excite no small comment among the crities. They contain 
many striking passages descriptive of Scottish rural life. 


Tue catalogue of the sale of the late Sir Francis Palgrave’s library con- 
tains 2,647 lots of valuable antiquarian, genealogical, and historical works, 
including a very complete collection of works relating to ancient laws, North- 
ern literature, and folk-lore of different nations. 


AN interesting little work, entitled “ Abriss einer Literatur des Buehban- 
dels,” (Outline of a Literature of the Publishing Trade), by Albert Rottnet, 
has just been published by Mr. F. A. Brockhaus, of Leipsic. It appears that 
this little brochure has been issued for the object of furnishing the “trade 
with a catalogue of books relating to the history of printing and publishing. 
It is divided inte four parte—“ bookselling,” “ printing,” “ assisting trades, 
etc.,” and “ the law of literature.” These sections fall again into historical, 
geographical, and philological subdivisions. English books occupy a very 
considerable portion of this interesting bibliographical collection. 


Dx. Mercer v’Averene has a new historical work nearly ready. He writes 
to the Record: “ A friend has received from your paper the impression that I 
am preparing a biography of Calvin. It is not the case. I have exposed in 
my first work the ‘ History of the Reformation of the Sixteenth Century, in 
the Times of Luther ;’ I will now, with the help of God, expose the ‘ History 
of the Reformation in Europe, in the Times of Calvin.’ That is to be the 
title. The publishers, Messrs. Longman & Co., will probably in the next 
number of their ‘ Notes on Books’ give the idea and the contents of the first 
volume of this new work. The Reformation which proceeds from Geneva and 
from Calvin tells something to the Anglo-Saxon nations, and I pray God that 
my new volumes may be of some Christian usefulness to many among them 
and elsewhere.” 

Tue enormous number of -Mazarinades, or pamphlets published in France 
during the wars of the Fronde, in the 17th century, and directed chiefly 
against Cardinal Mazarin, has long been the astonishment of bibliegraphers, 
M. C. Moreau, in his ** Bibliographic dex Mazarinades” (1850-51), enumerated 
4,811, and has now published a supplementary list of 209 more. He regards 
his task as by no means yet ended. 


A Lapy named Essam some time ago left a large sum of money for print- 
ing and publishing “The Sacred Writings of Johanna Southeote.” A niece 
of the testatrix disputed the bequest, on the ground that the writings in 
question are nt sacred, but blasphemous, but the English Court of Chancery 
has just sustained the will. 


Lorp Srannorg has recently emended an important passage in his “ Life 
of Pitt.” In the fourth volume it is stated that the great statesman’s last 
words were: “Oh, my country! how I love my pare be " The noble 
biographer now finds, upon a re-examination of the original paper, that the 
line, in the obscure handwriting of his uncle, should read, “ Oh, my country! 
how I leave my country !"—referring, doubtless to the misernble condition 
of the kingdom, and European politics generally, produced by the battle of 
Austerlitz. A lively controversy has been aroused by the correction, as to 
what the last words of Pitt really were, and perfectly discordant secounts 
dre produced upon the best authority. 

Tue French Imperial Library, in the Rue de Richelieu, Paris, has under- 
gone a complete transformation, and the new reading-room, which is of im- 
mense size, will shortly be opened to the public. The library contains 
1,800,000 volumes, and the shelves on which they are arranged measure 17 
miles. It is generally supposed that the library colleeted by Charles V. in 
the Louvre formed the stock for the Imperial Library, but this is an error, 
That library was purchased for 1206 livres by the Duke of Bedford during 
the English occupation in 1815. 
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i Mr. Hamitroy, of the British Museum, has called attention to an antiqua- 
rian curiosity, which, strange to say, has hitherto eseaped notice. This is 
no other than a copy of one of the original returns made by the jurors te the 
commissioners of William the Conqueror, from which the Domesday Book 
was compiled. It is made for the county of Cambridge, and is preserved in 
one of the Cottonian MSS. (Tiberius, A. vi.); the handwriting is of the twelfth 
century, and probably the work of a monk of Ely. The return differs in a 
variety of respects from the account of Cambridgeshire contained in Domes- 
day. In this inquisition, the entries are made with reference to the hun- 
dreds, instead of being arranged under the names of the tenants; and many 
details of holdings, as well as names of places and persons, are found in it, 
which are omitted from the Exchequer Domesday. The Royal Society of 
Literature proposes to publish this valuable MS. under the editorship of Mr. 
Hamilton, in an octavo volume, which it is estimated will contain 450 pages, 
at the price of 25s. to the public, and 21s. to subscribers. The whole MS., 
including the Jnquisitio Eliensis (which has been already published in the 
Additamenta to the Exchequer Domesday), will be printed verbatim et litera- 
tim with the original abbreviations, and with a transcript in extenso on the 
Opposite page. 
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Hew Publications 
Received at the Office of the AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ CIRCULAR. 
Cuartes Scripyer sends us Count Agenor de Gasparin’s America before 
Europe, translated by Mary L. Booth, from advance sheets. Those who have 
read the author's “ Uprising of a Great People,” will searcely need to be told 
that in the present work the cause of the loyal North is upheld with all the 
logic and eloquence of which Count de Gasparin is so distinguished a master. 
A caustic rebuke of the unfriendly attitude of Europe toward the United 
States, and the injustice of recognizing the rebels as belligerents; a defence 
of the blockade and the operations of the stone fleet ; a discussion of the atti- 
tude of England and the Trent affair; a refutation of the principal errors 
which have become current in Europe, such as that slavery is not really in 
question, that a civil war is the greatest of evils, that the South had a night 
to secede, that it cannot be conquered, and that even if it could be conquered 
it could not be brought back into the Union; a summary of the interests 
which Europe has in America ; and some eloquent words of address to Ameri- 
cans, and to Christians in general, make up the substance of this remarkable 
book. With all his admiration for our national qualities, and the cause for 
which we are fighting, M. de Gasparin does not hesitate to charge us with 
some errors; and however severely he deprecates any foreign intervention in 
our affairs, he does not fear to say, that nothing can hinder it from taking 
place, but a brilliant and decisive success of the North in the present cam- 
paign. But of this he has no misgivings. ‘The question in the end,” he 
concludes, “ is a second creation of the United States. This is carried on b 
the American method, that of Washington, that of the war of 1812, that whic 
begins in weakness and ends in grandeur. No, the sixteenth President of the 
United States will not be the last; no, the eighty-fifth year of this people 
will not be the last; their flag will come out of battle pierced with bullets 
and blackened with powder, but more glorious than ever, without having let 
fall, as I hope, in the melée a single one of its thirty-four stars.” 


Harrer & Brorners have added to their ‘‘ Library of Select Novels” two 
new works. Abel Drake’s Wife, by John Saunders, author of “The Shadow 
in the House,” will increase not a little the reputation which the author has 
made by his previous book, and may fairly be called one of the most power- 
ful and artistically constructed novels of the year. The interest is well sus- 
tained, and the principal characters, Abel Drake, Barbara Giffard, and 
“Lazy Job,” are exceedingly well drawn. The last especially is an original 
and most humorous conception, which pleasantly relieves the more sombre 
parts of the story. Oliver Blake's Good Work, by John Cordy Jeaffreson, 
which comes to us with the highest recommendations of the London press, is 
written with a great deal of art, and will no doubt secure a high place in the 
public estimation. The opening chapter gives a beautiful and life-like view 
of the domestic interior of an old-time country vicarage. 


Freperic A. Brown & Co. send us vol. iv. of their elegant edition of The 
Works of Francis Bacon, containing the continuation of the first part of the 
Philosophical Works. It includes the “‘ Historia densi et rari; ” “ Inquisitio 
de Magnete;” “ Topica inquisitionis de Luce et Lumine;” and the “ Silva 
Silvarum,” all of which were published or designed as parts of the “ Instau- 
ratio magna.” We have so frequently spoken of the merits of this edition of 
the great philosopher of England, and it has won sohigh a place in the public 
estimation that no more than a mention of it will be necessary now. The 
same firm also publish a Full Course of written Arithmetic for Common and 
Grammar Schools, by James 8. Eaton. This is a work of a more elementary 
character than the same author's ‘‘ Treatise on Written Arithmetic,” which 
appeared some four,years ago, and is now extensively used in high schools 
and academies. 


Diox & Firzerraup’s “ Hand and Pocket Library,” deserves special com- 
mendation for its attractive and convenient form, neat printing, and cheap- 
ness. Vols, 2 and 3 contain Barchester Towers, by Anthony Trollope, a 
work which well deserves a fresh introduction to the American public, and 
will be found to possess all the characteristics which have made the subse- 
quent and better known writings of the same author so popular. The Hand 
and Pocket Library is an imitation of the celebrated Tauchnitz edition of the 
works of British authors, with which it may fairly challenge comparison. 
Other first class novels will soon be added to it. 











Carveron sends us the first and second parts of the American translation 
of Victor Hugo’s Les Miserables—emphatically the most singular and fasci- 
nating book of the year. The canons of criticism cannot be applied to such 
a work, for it sets all rulesat defiance. At once a novel, a poem, and a 
philosophical essay, or rather each of the three by turns, it nevertheless, con- 
trary to the almost universal rule in such cases, preserves an unbroken thread 
of interest throughout. There are few temptations for the most exacting 
reader to “skip,” and the appetite for more grows with each chapter. The 
first part, Fantine, leaves us trembling with interest in the fate of the marvel- 
lous convict Jean Valjean ; the second part, Cosette, to our astonishment opens 
with a long description of the battle of Waterloo—but a description so vivid 
that we never think of stopping to ask what it has to do with the story. A 
connection, however, is indicated, toward the close, which future chapters 
will probably develop. The adventures of Jean Valjean are resumed, and 
the last page of Cosette leaves him, after he has been ouce seemingly drowned 
and once buried, digging cabbages in a convent garden, with the shadow of 
Javert just outside the walls. 


Grerce W. Cups has ready “ Parson Brownlow’s Book,” the genuine title 
of which is Sketches of the Rise, Progress, and Decline of Secession. It is in 
large part an autobiography, and a portrait of “ the fighting —— ” forms 
the frontispiece. The same rough eloquence and sturdy out-spokenness which 
make the author so effective a public speaker, are conspicuous throughout 
this volume. He tells the story of the sufferings of the loyal people of East 
Tennessee like one who has felt them, and intersperses the narrative with 
sketches of some of the Southern leaders and officials, which are more inter- 
esting than flattering. In point of absorbing interest the book is second to 
none of the season, and its effect is heightened by a number of good wood- 
cuts. “I have prepared this work,” says the author, “from the single stand- 
point of uncompromising devotion to the Aterican Union as established by 
our fathers, and unmitigated hostility to the armed rebels who are seeking its 
destruction. My ancestors fought in its defence ; and while their blood flows 
in my veins, I shall instinctively recoil from bartering away the glory of its 
cae and the ae ge of its future, for the stained record of that vile thing, 

egotten by fraud, crime, and bad ambition, christened a Southern Confed- 
eracy. . . . Ihave suffered deeply in person and estate, have avoided no re- 
sponsibility, have endured evil treatment and imprisonment, and been com- 
pelled day by day to contemplate the near prospect of a brutal death upon 
the gallows—all in behalf of the sacred cause I have espoused. I avouch 
these things as an evidence of sincerity. Not only so, but they have left me 
in no mood for the use of softened forms of speech in narrating such acts or 
depicting the actors. Hence I have spoken plainly. Extreme fastidiousness 
of taste may, perhaps, shrink with over-sensitiveness from some of the lan- 
guage I have employed. But it was no time for dalliance with polished sen- 
tences or enticing words: for an imminent necessity—like the ‘‘ burden” of 
the old Hebrew prophets—was upon us, and the cause of our Lord and Land 
could be best served by the sturdy rhetoric of defiance, and the unanswer- 
able logic of facts.” 


Cuartrs T. Evans has republished from the ‘ Continental Monthly,” 
Among the Pines; or, South in Secession Time, by Edmund Kirke. It bids 
fair to prove an exceedingly popular work. The sketches of Southern life, 
society, and scenery, and especially of slave life, are written with considerable 
graphic power, and often with a dramatic intensity which approaches the 
“ sensational.” The book is animated with a strong anti-slavery sentiment, 
though the most prejudiced reader could not call it fanatical. 


C. M. Saxton sends us Open Air Grape Culture, by John Phin, author of 
a prize essay on the same subject, presented to the American Institute. The 
author professes to have colleeted the scraps of information on the grape cul- 
ture which are found in various periodicals and kindred works, as well as 
among practical cultivators, and adapted them to the climate and wants of 
our own country. The appendix gives a number of examples of American 
vineyard practice, including accounts of the Ohio system of grape culture, 
and of Dr. Underhill’s vineyards at Croton Point, N. Y.; and also a pretty 
copious account of the culture of the vire in France. The work is illustrated 
with wood cuts, 


Goutp & Linootn publish Health ; its Friends and its Foes, by R. D. Mus- 
sey, M. D., a vigorous attack upon what the author regards as “ errors in 
diet, regimen, and medication.” It consists in large part of a narrative of 
facts which have come under his observation in the course of professional 
practice, and a fair idea of the interesting character of the book may be 
formed from a glance at the table of contents, which embraces chapters on 
clothing, the corset, and boots and shoes; ventilation, light, sleep, exercise, 
and bathing; alcohol, tobacco, tea and coffee; and vegetable food. 


J. B. Lirriscorr & Co. have prepared by special arrangement with the 
author, and at his request, an edition of Anthony Trollope’s North America. 
It appears in two convenient volumes, and there is also an edition in one vol- 
ume. It is a work which deserves to be extensively read, both on account 
of the author’s evident disposition to be honest, and as a fair sample of the 
impressions produced upon an intelligent Englishman, by a view of our coun- 
try at the most momentous period of its national history. 


Tar CrareMont Manuracturtnc Company publish A Methodist in Search 
of the Church, by the Rev. 8S. Y. MeMasters, D.D., LL.D., president of St. 
Paul’s College, Palmyra, Mo. Though written in the form of a narrative, it 
is neither a biography nor a fiction, nearly all the incidents having oceurr 
in real life, but to many different individuals. The author professes that @ 
large part of it has entered into his own experience. 
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T. B. Pererson & Brotuers send us two tales by Wilkie Collins, entitled 


‘respectively Zhe Yellow Mask, and Sister Rose. Both display, in a more con- 


spicuous manner than most of his short stories, the dramatic qualities which 
gave “The Woman in White” so strong a hold upon the public favor; and 
though less ambitious than the last named novel, are no whit inferior to it 
in their own way. Zhe Yellow Mask is a story of Italian life; the scene of 
Sister Rose is in France, during the first revolution. The same firm publish 
Rifle Shots at Past aud Passing Events, by an Inhabitant of the Comet of 1861. 
This is a satirical poem consisting of allusions to the men and events of the 
war, with such reflections as the circumstances might be expected to sug- 
gest to a well-disposed citizen of the far country from which the writer 
professes to have dropped. 


Henry Hoyr has published Faith and Works; or, Questions upon Ephe- 
sians and James, by the author of “‘ Bible Scholar's Manual,” “ Notes on Acts,” 
ete. Itis a Sunday-school text-book, designed to show, in the consideration 
of the two Epistles, Ephesians and James, the perfect harmony between 
the inward work and outward expression of faith. 


Garpner A. Futter & Co. inaugurate their “Illustrated Library ” of new 


works by popular authors, with The Pennimans ; a satirical Novel. It is a tale 
of modern life, the scene opening on Boston Common. Each work of “ Ful- 
ler’s Illustrated Library ” will be uniformly bound in green or maroon vellum 
cloth, and illustrated with steel engravings. It is designed to embrace none 
but the most popular English and American authors, and works by Bulwer, 
Dickens, Wilkie Collins, Charles Reade, Shirley Brooks, and Miss Mulock, are 
announced as in preparation.
